Vacation-Time Reading 
Program for Children 
Starts at Library 

The Sierra Madre Library’s 
fourth annual summer reading 
program for children will get 
under way tomorrow afternoon 
under the direction of Mrs. Mar¬ 
jorie Black, it has been an¬ 
nounced by Miss Lulu Moore, 
librarian. It will continue 
every Friday during the sum¬ 
mer months. 

Approximately 40 children 
between the second and sixth 
grades, inclusive, participated 
in the program last summer 
and it is expected that more 
will take part this season. 

Mrs. Black will be on hand 
to advise children, to guide 
them to books on their reading 
level and to hear each Friday 
their reviews of the book or 
books read during the week. 
Each child’s reading progress 
will be recorded on a space 
chart as they "move” from 
planet to planet during the 
summer. 


The City Council Tuesday 
night adopted a salary step 
plan to be effective July 1 
which will result in individual 
pay increases of approximately 
five dollars per month in the 
cases of most of the city’s 30 
employees, not including de¬ 
partment heads. 

In a separate action the 
council granted salary in¬ 
creases to three department 
heads, the chief of police, fire 
chief and water superintendent, 
bringing each to $400 per 
month level. To Police Chief 


Harold J. Spears, subdivider 
of a tract of ridge property 
above the north section of Au¬ 
burn Ave., was notified yester¬ 
day by City Administrator R. 
Merritt Baker that he is in vio¬ 
lation of his approval to sub 
divide. 

Authorized by action of the 
City Council Tuesday night, 
Baker delivered this ultimatum 
yesterday: That the subdivider 
immediately take steps to con¬ 
form with approval require¬ 
ments, under the city’s super¬ 
vision and inspection, or that 
work would be halted and 
building permits withheld. 

According to word received 
from city administrator R. M. 
Baker at press time yester¬ 
day (Wednesday), Harold 
Spears “has agreed to com¬ 
ply with the requirements of 
the approved map for his 
subdivision number 17456." 
This agreement was reached 
at a meeting of Mr. Spears 
with Mr. Baker and Fred 
Pack, city engineer, yester¬ 
day afternoon in the city ad¬ 
ministrator's office, 

City Engineer Reports 

City Engineer L. Frederick 
Pack, by written report to the 
council, and protesting owners 
of adjacent properties, on hand 
in person, pointed out to the 
council that the subdivider is 
liable to civil action if the faul¬ 
ty grading in question causes 
damage to the properties be¬ 
low the tract. The area is 
known to be subject to infre¬ 
quent but heavy floodings. 

The situation came to the 
council’s attention at Its June 9 
meeting in a letter from Paul 
Bowerman, 707 Auburn, in 
which he declared that the sub¬ 
divider’s changes in the topog¬ 
raphy of the tract and the 
dumping of “enormous quanti¬ 
ties of loose decomposed gran¬ 
ite in close proximity” to his 
property constituted a hazard 
to that property. 

Present Petition 

A petition signed by 14 
nearby property owners also 
pointed out that a “great quan¬ 
tity” of brush at the north end 
of the tract is a fire hazard and 
the council ordered its immedi¬ 
ate removal. 

City Engineer Pack’s report 
to the council of his findings 
and recommendations was ap¬ 
proved and upheld by the coun¬ 
cil. 

He recommended that: (1) A 
culvert 24 inches in diameter 
be constructed in the low area 
under proposed driveways and 
(2) that all fill dirt be moved 
and compacted in thin layers; 
that the dirt be properly wet 
down during compaction proc¬ 
ess; that all loose dirt above 
adjacent properties be wet 
down and compacted in like 
manner. 

Drainage Course Altered 

His report stated that all ex¬ 
cavation and filling to date 
(June 17) had been done with¬ 
out the supervision and inspec¬ 
ts of the city, to his knowl¬ 
edge, that the fill had not been 
compacted and the natural 
drainage course was complete-

Then, after they were rested 
through a bit of civilian life, 
they organized the Heavy Mor¬ 
tar Company through the ef¬ 
forts of Lt. Robert Barr and five 
enlisted men.

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Former Local Editor Makes Wedding

in the NEWS two weeks ago. All were concerned with the neces¬ 
sity of a “clean up" and of narrowing .the chances for a recur¬ 
rence. 

Dr. Burski feels the county has more than fulfilled its duties 
in the Sierra Madre typhus incident. Approximately 150 homes 
and properties in Mrs. Tate’s neighborhood have been inspected 
by county health officers and owners advised by letter if their 
properties required attention. 

SECOND TYPHUS INCIDENT 

Dr. Burski tells the News that in the span of the past 40 years 
the recent incidence of typhus is only the second. Th first was 
in Altadena in December, 1951, when 11 typhus cases were re¬ 
ported. The infected rats responsible had scattered after the 
tearing down of an old stable. 

However, there was an epidemic of pulmonic plague—also 
transmitted by fleas from infected rats—in this district sometime 
in the late 20’s and 32 cases were reported. The mortality rate? 
One hundred per cent! 

Even the comparatively mild typhus which occurred in Sierra 
Madre last month—transmitted by fleas from infected rats—is a 
feverish and debilitating disease and can be fatal to elderly per¬ 
sons or those with low resistance. 

Children could be victims. Family pets could be temporary 
“hosts” to the guilty Cheopis fleas which live on rats. Upon 
leaving the body of a dead and infected rodent, the fleas find 
haven on the first fur-bearing animal at hand.

explain that the organisms are different, that the endemic typhus 
which occurred in Sierra Madre last month is comparatively mild 
but can be fatal, in elderly persons particularly. 

It is reported to be successively treated by some of the newer 
antibiotics, especially chloromycitine, but even so contemplation 
of the disease in modern times, considering the source, is dis¬ 
tasteful to say the least. 

PRIDE IN CITY 

Sierra Madreans who take pride in the appearance of the 
city, as well as in its health standards, must agree wholeheartedly 
with Dr. C. C. Burski. Monrovia district health officer of the Los 
Angeles County Health Department, who says: 

"If people would keep the outsides of their homes as 
immaculately as they do their own persons and interiors of 
houses the rat harborage problem would be slight." 

Dr. Burski hastens to point out that there is no indication 
based on reports to his office that there are any more rodents in 
Sierra Madre than in any other area in his district. 

However, it appear to us and he agrees, that even an isolated 
case of typhus can and should be used to point up the need for 
eliminating harborages and food sources ... to clean up, in 
other words. 

"Rats will not linger where they can't get food and hid¬ 
ing," he says. 

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 

Where does the responsibility lie? 

With property owners, of course, and with the city, according 
to provisions in its health charter with the county. A big thing 
like rodent control, Dr. Burski says, is covered separately in the 
charter and provides that the county will take measures to wage 
war against rat tribes on the request and at the cost of the city. 

City Administrator R. Merritt Baker bears this out, adding 
that the City then passes on the cost, which is moderate, to the 
property owner. 

When a report reaches the City Hall on an infraction of the 
City ordinance on insect and rodent infestation the informhtion 
is sent on to the county whose health officer in turn makes an 
inspection and takes extermination measures, billing the City. 

Baker says hardly a month goes by that such charges aren’t 
made. A “repeater,” he says, is the old Minnie Davis property 
at Hermosa and Grandview. The City school owns the property 
now and it is hoped the old house will be razed; neighbors hope 
the rodent situation there is cleared up before that happens. 

PROVISIONS IN ORDINANCE 

The city ordinance on infestation makes it obligatory that 
home and property owners, for one thing, keep piles of wood and 
lumber elevated off the ground so they do not provide rat har¬ 
borages.

The future may provide time 
for the perfection of an exist¬ 
ing organization. To build a 


wall, one pours concrete into a 
mold, not down a slope. The 
CD organization of London was 
a continually changing and 
evolving set-up, but it was 
based on plans set up in 1938, 
immediately after Munich. 
FAILURE TO ACHIEVE PER¬ 
FECTION ON AN INITIAL AT¬ 
TEMPT IS NO EXCUSE FOR 
INACTION. 

Plans Prevent Panic 

A Civilian Defense Organiza¬ 
tion does NOT create hysteria 
any more than life insurance 
makes death man’s chief pre¬ 
occupation. Hysteria is based 
on fear and grows on the 
knowledge that no plans have 
been made for the unexpected. 
The knowledge that our best 
efforts are being made to keep 
our community safe in the 
event of disaster should cer¬ 
tainly allay not creat hysteria. 

It is not true that everyone 
will panic in the event of dis¬ 
aster, any more than it is true 
that all soldiers will panic un¬ 
der fire. It is more likely that 
people will panic without clear 
and defined responsibilities. 
This is as true for civilian de¬ 
fense as it is for military de¬ 
fense. 

We Survive Together 

Civilian Defense does not dis¬ 
courage self-help. However, 
the survival of each individual 


ultimately rests on the survival 
of the community. No one will 
say that he wishes to be saved 
at the expense of his neigh¬ 
bors. Naturally the rudiments 
of first aid, the location of a 
shelter area within each house, 
the keeping of proper medical 
supplies, basic food items, are 
all encouraged by the OCD. 

Know Your Wardens 
The organization has been 
set up by the State of Califor¬ 
nia under the direction of the 
Federal Government. In the 
event of disaster by bom b, 
earthquake, fire, or flood, aid 
may be secured from the ele¬ 
mentary schools where emer¬ 
gency medical supplies are 
stockpiled and medical aid is 
centered. To prevent a stream ■ 


of householders causing con¬ 
fusion at the school, help will 
be channelled through the War¬ 
den for each Neighborhood 
Unit. It is therefore essential 
that each householder know his 
Wardens and support his Civil¬ 
ian Defense Organization.
